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IN  CHATHAM  GAME 

District  Scoring 
Record  Sighted

It’s  a  shame  that  the  William 
Campbell  High  School  gymna¬ 
sium  at  Naruna  will  only  seat 
600  fans. 

There  will  be  a  good  deal 
more  than  that  number  who 
will  wrant  to  witness  the  Gen¬ 
erals’  game  with  the  Chatham 
Cavaliers  Saturday  night. 

William  Campbell  will  be  go¬ 
ing  for  its  12th  straight  victory 
this  season  and  is  a  big  favorite 
over  the  once-victorious  Cava¬ 
liers  but  who  wrins  the  game 
won’t  be  the  prime  interest  of 
the  General  fans. 

They  want  to  see  if  the  Gen¬ 
erals’  senior  scoring  star  Randy 
Minix,  will  become  the  greatest 
scorer  in  the  history  of  District 
IV. 

IJust  eight  years  ago,  another 
William  Campbell  standout, 
Buddy  Booker,  finished  his 
scholastic  career  with  1,369 
points  which— as  far  as  anybody 
knows— is  the  district  record. 

Minix,  a  slender  6-1,  175 

pound  sharpshooter,  will  carry 
1,354  career  points  into  the 
Saturday  contest  with  Chatham 
and  unless  he  gets  hurt  or  has 
a  bad  scoring  game,  he  is  a 
cinch  to  score  16  or  more  points 
and  set  a  school  record  as  well 
as  a  new  district  mark. 

Then  he  will  have  six  more 
regular  season  games  and  the 
tournament  to  add  to  the  record, 
which  undoubtedly  will  be  1,500 
or  more  points  before  Minix 
takes  off  his  uniform  this  year. 

While  Minix  and  his  General 
teammates  are  taking  the  night 
off  Friday,  another  district  star 
—Nowlin  Wingfield  will  be  try¬ 
ing  to  break  into  the  select  1,000 
point  circle  as  the  Amherst 
Lancers  play  host  to  the  scrappy 
Staunton  River  Golden  Eagles. 

Wingfield,  who  has  accepted  a 
scholarship  to  VPI,  has  amassed 
952  points  in  his  four  years  as 
a  Lancer  eager  and  may  possi¬ 
bly  go  over  the  four  figure  mark 
this  weekend. 

In  other  district  tilts  Friday 
night,  the  red-hot  Nelson  County 
quintet  entertains  Brookville, 
Rustburg  has  a  date  at  Appo¬ 
mattox,  Dan  River  travels  to 
Tunstall  and  Chatham  goes  to 
Gretna. 


Saturday’s  court  action  will 
find  Rustburg  moving  into  the 
Brookville  gym,  Gretna  visits  at 
Altavista,  Amherst  goes  south 
to  Dan  River,  Nelson  has  a 
date  at  home  with  non-confer¬ 
ence  Fluvanna  and  Tunstall 
entertains  the  Hargrave  “B” 
team. 

The  Nelson  County  Governors, 
who  have  become  the  talk  of 
the  district,  hope  that  the  strug¬ 
gling  Staunton  River  five  can 
upset  the  Lancers  while  they 
are  taking  care  of  the  Bees 
Friday  night.  Should  this  situa¬ 
tion  develop,  the  Lovingston 
quintet  would  take  over  the  top 
spot  in  the  Northern  Division 
with  a  9-2  district  slate  and  a 
10-2  overall  mark. 

A  loss  would  leave  Amherst 
with  a  6-2  district  slate  and  an 
8-2  overall  record.  However, 
coach  Don  Thompson’s  Lancers 
are  favored  over  the  Eagles, 
whose  shooting  deserted  them 
last  weekend  (34  per  cent  and 
27  per  cent  in  two  games)  and 
their  record  fell  to  3-6  overall 
and  1-5  in  the  district. 

Rustburg,  6-5  in  the  district, 
has  a  strong  hold  on  third  place 
in  the  northern  zone,  and  is  a 
heavy  favorite  over  the  lowly 
Rebels  (1-9).  Tunstall  is  a  slight 
favorite  over  Dan  River  and 
Gretna  gets  the  nod  over  Chat¬ 
ham  in  Friday  tilts. 

Altavista,  idle  on  Friday,  is 
still  on  the  heels  of  the  Generals 
with  their  10-2  district  mark  to 
though  they  are  not  expected  to 
gain  any  ground  on  WC  this 
weekend.  The  Generals  are 
heavy  favorites  over  Chatham 
and  Altavista  figures  to  get  by 
Gretna  Saturday  night.
